Twenty -fifth  Anniversary 


Beverlega 

1962  marks  the  twenty-fifth  printing  of 
BEVERLEGA.  Through  a  brief  comparison 
of  the  first  yearbook  in  1937  and  the  1962 
edition  it  is  obvious  that  BEVERLEGA's  his- 
tory has  been  one  of  progress  and  expansion. 

BEVERLEGA,  or  THE  AEGIS,  as  the  book 
was  entitled  in  1932,  was  the  sixty-three  page 
Senior  Edition  of  the  AEGIS  literary  maga- 
zine produced  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Helena  Corbett.  The  enterprise  was  indeed 
a  daring  one  with  exceptionally  good  results, 
considering  the  many  obstacles  and  handi- 
caps which  had  to  be  overcome.  Still,  there 
were  those  problems  including  a  lack  of  pro- 
fessional photography,  and  because  of  them 
the  book,  as  might  be  expected,  was  a  far 
cry  from  the  elaborate  two  hundred  page 
production  of  today. 

Although  a  survey  of  the  edition  produced 
over  the  past  twenty-five  years  reveals  numer- 
ous technical  changes,  such  as  the  various 
themes  and  the  title  which  was  THE  AEGIS 
and  then  SENIOR  MEMOIRS  before  it  be- 
came  BEVERLEGA,  the  fundamental  pur-

Student  Council
